Through his attorneys, Talbott & 
Whitley, Mr. Chas. P. Cook, the Main 
Street grocer, filed suit in the Bour- 
bon Circuit Court late Saturday after- 
moon against Mr. Thos. F. Brannon, 
who conducts a saloon a few doors 
below. Mr. Cook's place of business, 
asking damages in the sum of $5,000 
for alleged assault and battery. 
The petition charges that "on the — 

day of , 1914, the defendant, T. F. 

Brannon, wantonly and maliciously as- 
saulted, beat and bruised the plaintiff, 
Cook, about the head and face with 
his fists and kicked him in the back 
with his foot after he was down, there- 
by injuring the plaintiff about his head 
and back, that by reason of his said 
injuries he has suffered great pain and 
mental anguish to the plaintiff's dam- 
age in the sum of $5,000." 

The suit is the result of an assault 
made by Mr. Brannon upon Mr. Cook 
last spring, after Mr. Cook had testi- 
fied before the grand jury about an 
alleged nuisance which the grand jury- 
was investigating. After the assault 
Judge Stout issued a rule against Mr. 
Brannon for contempt of court in as- 
saulting a witness, and on a trial of 
this rule before a jury, Mr. Brannon 
was fined $1,000 and given a jail sen- 
tence of six months. He took an ap- 
peal from this verdict to the Court of 
Appeals, and the case is now pending 
a hearing.

The newspaper publishers who have 
inquired into the effect of that section 
of the bill as passed by the House re 
quiring bills of lading, manifests and 
receipts with stamps attached in con- 
nection with the shipment of news- 
papers, believe that very serious de- 
lays in delivery will result. 

Instead of this system of stamped 
bills of lading, the newspaper publish- 
ers, for example, suggest that a tax 
could be imposed on the basis of 
sworn circulation.

FIERCE FIGHTING NEAR ANT 



SIGNPOSTS OF TH E DESERT 

Curious Little Piles of Stone Which 
All Understand Lead to 
Water. 

In traveling over the plains of west- 
ern Texas I have now and then come 
on two little isolated heaps of rock 
that at first glance seemed not at all 
remarkable. After a time I noticed 
that one heap was generally about 
three feet high and the other about a 
foot lower. The two were always with- 
in a few feet of each other and usually 
on an elevation or plateau that had 
a view of the country for five mUes or 



LONDON, October 9— An official 
German dispatch, received here from 
Berlin by wireless, says: 

"It is reported from Dutch sources 
that fierce fighting occurred yesterday 
in the Nethe district ( province of Ant- 
werp.) 

"The Germans approached in a 
northerly direction from forts of 
Waver and Waelhem and commenced 
• a bombardment of Antwerp from 
these positions. 

4 Early in the morning the shranel 
shells already had caused great dam- 
age in many places, showing that the 
investing force is close to the city. 

"The whole of the Belgian field 
army has been concentrated in the 
district between Antwerp, Lierre 
(nine miles to the southeast of the 
-citv) and the River Scheldt, in which 
.area fighting is proceeding. 

"More than 100,000 inhabitants of 
Antwerp have fled to Holland in ter- 
ror, and the remainder of the non-com- 
batants have burrowed in their cellars, 
where shrapnel, shell and bombs 
from the air are making life a night- 
mare. 

"Before dawn to-day six Zeppelins 
had flown over the city, dropping 
"bombs, several of which struck the 
Palais de Justice, damaging it severe- 
ly To-day a Zeppelin flying over the 
fortifications dropped a bomb in an oil 
tank at Hoboken, setting it afire. The 
oth^r near-by tanks were drained 
hastily to prevent the spread of the 



The rocks were roughly heaped to- 
gether, as if left by children at play. 
I sometimes wondered if they could 
be the ruins of an ancient stone build- 
ing; but that was improbable, for 
there was scarcely another stone in 
sight. 

Years later I learned the actual sig- 
nificance of these rock heaps from an 
old Indian who6e mind was stored with 
all the legends and customs and deeds 
of his people. According to him, when 
the Great Spirit lapped up the mighty 
rivers of the plains he left springs and 
water basins here and there for che 
antelope and the Indian. These the 
antelope easily found by scent, but the 
Indian had to search long and anx- 
iously for them. Once found. ch**v wee 
seldom lost— thanks to ihese rude rock 
heaps. 

I watched the old iellow ^ouch 
down behind the taller be%p, sight over 
the low one, and mark the farthest ob- 
ject in a straight line, which in ibis 
case was a clump of bushes on the 
horizon. We rode toward these bushes 
and found — not water, as I had expect- 
ed, but two other heaps cf rocks. Sight- 
ing as before, and taking a rock-faced 
cliff toward the southwest ae a goal, 
we rode two miles farther, and there, 
trickling out from beneath the cliff's 
rocky brow, was a spring of fresh, 
clear water. 

The old Indian said that whenever a 
band of Indians came upon a new 
spring they built these rock heaps 
along their trail; since then I have fol- 
lowed some half-dozen of these rude 
signposts and found them to lead ei- 
ther to water or to places that ehowed

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SQUIRRELS SKIP ON WIRE 

Tiny Animals Perform Daring Aerial 
Feats to Outwit Nut Thieves 
of Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia.— There has been a 
crowd of Kensingtonians in Norris 
square, Diamond and Hancock streets, 
every day since it was discovered that 
the squirrels the Kensington Board of 
Trade put into the open space several 
years ago will perform incredible 
climbing feats for a nut. 

The discovery was made by a young 
man who spends much of his time 
studying zoology, botany, and such 
things. He threw a nut to a squirrel 
in the square, expecting to see it do 
the usual stunt, which is to carry it 
up a tree and hide it. Instead the 
little animal skipped across the lawns 
and ascended a telegraph pole with 
lightning speed. 

While the naturalist looked on 
amazed, the busy little creature, hold- 
ing the prized nut firmly, skipped 
lightly along the insulated wiring to 
Hancock street. It then hopped to 
another wire which leads to the roof 
of St. Boniface's Catholic church. 
Running along the wire with the grace 
of the daintiest tight-rope walker, the 
little animal deposited the nut in a 
crevice near the roof of the edifice, 
and then returned to the square by 
the same route. 

The answer is that the squirrels do 
not trust their old hiding places in the 
park. They have evidently been 
robbed of some food they had worked 
laboriously for days to store up. At 
least, that is the way the dopesters 
in the daily audience have it figured 
out. It would be a nutty squirrel, they 
think, that would risk its life and 
dignity in such a manner just for a 
nut.

BIG GUNS AGAINST MEN. 

LONDON, October 9— "A grave 
view of the situation is taken by the 
authorities," writes the Antwerp cor- 
respondent of the Daily News. "The 
great guns have told the tale. 

"The fighting around Antwerp has 
been a battle of Krupps against men. 
Eevery day and night the fighting has 
continued with deadly effect against 
the forts, while the shrapnel and shell 
have made many of the trenches un- 
tenable. 

As fast as the Belgians were com- 
piled to withdraw from a position the 
Germans have moved up and occupied 
it. The Belgians are frequently 
foueht bravely and stubbornly with in- 
fantry and frequently they repulsed 
the Germans, but these repulses al- 
ways meant a renewal of the artillery 
attacks by the Germans with the even- 
tual retirement of the Belgians.

mans, even with their second largest 
guns, are able to reach the city." 



For Toothache. 

Toothache is essentially an Inflam- 
matory condition, and in 99 per cent of 
the cases there is a cavity in the tooth. 
In those cases where there is a cavity, 
but no nerve exposure, the treatment 
is simple— apply a sedative and ex- 
clude the secretions of the mouth from 
the cavity; prompt relief will follow, 
and then advise the patient to visit 
a competent dentist, says a dentist.

It 
should be applied by saturating cotton 
with the remedy and introducing it 
into the cavity with a toothpick or 
other pointed instrument; that being 
done, the secretions are kept out by 
filling the cavity with a little beeswax, 
a household remedy always at hand. 

The wax can be applied by warming 
over a lamp on the point of a knife and 
forcing into the cavity. The wax fill- 
ing serves not only the purpose of 
keeping the secretions of the mouth 
out, but prevents thermal changes 
from affecting the nerve when hot and 
cold substances are taken into the 
mouth.

Springfield. Mo.— "Old Tuxedo," the 
wandering still of the Ozark country 
moonshiners, claimed by nobody but 
zealously guarded by many friends 
along the Big Creek valley in Texas 
county, has been captured by James 
Case, deputy internal revenue collect- 
or, and arrived in perfect condition in 
Springfield. 

The still, which ultimately will be 
sold at auction, was located by Case 
after a quiet search of several days, 
hidden under a bushy fence row near 
Hartshorn, Texas county. 

For several years the officers have 
been trying to locate the old still. It 
was familiarly known to the residents 
of Texas county in the little region 
where the moonshiners had operated, 
but all w^re equally ignorant of its 
whereabouts'. Tb.e reason for their ig- 
norance, the revenue officers learned, 
was that "Old Tuxedo" remained but 
a short time in one place. 

The arrest several months ago of 
Pels Barton, indicted by the federal 
grand jury "on a charge of making 
whisky without a license, caused* & 
halt to the moonshine business in the 
vfcinity of Big Creek and gave the 
officerj a hint that Barton might have 
b£§n the latest owner of "Old Tux- 
edo." A fermenter had been found in 
Saj^oji'ajpl^ce by the revenue officers, 
but he had stoutly maintained that 
he knew* nothing of the whereabouts 
of the noted still. 

Deputy Collector Case camped in 
the vicinity of Big Creek for a few 
days and let it be generally known 
that he was there to stay until "Old 
Tuxedo" was found. Men who had 
been engaged in the making or selling 
of whisky showed signs of fear and 
offered to aid the government officer 
to find the plant. 

After numerous conferences the 
still's location was made known to 
the officer, and following the direc- 
tions of his informers, Collector Case 
case\ S oon discovered the little "booze" 
maker in a fence corner. It was cov-

The famous tittle still weighs only 
55, pounds,, It consists of a copper 
toiler about as large as an ordinary 
wash tub. On top rests the copper cap, 
through which the steam of the whisky 
or brandy maeh passes into the con- 
densing worm before it is changed into 
"corn juice" or apple brandy. 

The manufacture of whisky or 
brandy is not difficult and is inex- 
pensive. The completed product can 
be sold for 30 cents a gallon. It may 
be made from sour meal, apple or 
peach vinegar. 

The still has handles on each side 
cf the copper boiler and might easily 
be moved from place to place by cne 
man. It is not more than three feet 
high, and could be concealed entirely 
in a patch of weeds.

We began to realize some- 
thing of this when we saw the photo- 
graphs and various editions of his 
poems in the windows of Marseilles 
and Alx, and handbills announcing the 
celebration, at St Remy, of the fifti- 
eth anniversary of Gounod's score of 
Mistral's great poem, "Mireille." 

But we did not at all realize the full- 
ness of the Provencal reverence for 
"the master," as they call him, until 
wo reached Aries. To all Provence 
Mistral is a god, an Apollo, the "cen- 
tral sun from which other Provencal 
singers are as diverging rays." What- 
ever Mistral has touched is glorified. 
Provencal women walk with a new 
grace because Mistral has sung of 
them. Green slopes and mossy ruins 
are viewed through the light of Mis- 
tral's song. A Mistral anniversary is 
celebrated like a Declaration of Inde- 
pendence or a Louisiana purchase. 
They have even named a wind after 
him. Or perhaps he was named after 
the wind. Which ever way it was, the 
wind has taken second place, and the 
people smile tenderly now, remem- 
bering the master, when his name is 
mentioned. 

He loved Provence. When he was 
awarded the Nobel prize, he forgot 
that he might spend it on himself, and 
bought and restored an old palace, 
converting it into a museum for Aries. 
Then he devoted his time and ener- 
gies to collecting Provencal relics and 
today with its treasures and associa- 
tions, the place has become a shrine. 

Provence has produced other noted 
men, among them Alphonse Daudet, 
who was born just over at Nimes, and 
celebrated the town of Tarascon with 
his "Tartarin." But Daudet went to 
Paris, which was perhaps a sin. Not 
but that Provence is proud of Daudet 
—he, too, has a statue, at Nimes— but 
Provence worships Mistral.
